Tue changes attendant on the doath of the 
late EmPeRon or Japan have been perform- 
ed with a: smoothness and celérity which 
redound greatly to the framers of the Con- 
stitution. A glance at Japanese history 
shows-that the greater. number of the civil 
conflicts in Japan arose from disputes as to 
the succession. More especially was this 
the case while the Throne retained any 
semblance of power and dared to set up & 
sucees¢or in opposition to the choice of the 
Military Ruler. When the Throne sank 
into a -mere shadow under the Toxucawa 
yégime, it ia truo that the succession Was 
mainly from father to son, but this was 
merely due ‘to. the power of the Emperors 
having fallen so low that the succession to 
"the ‘Throne’ was not worth disputing. The 
~ date Prince Ivo, to whown must be credited 
the distinction of having framed the Consti- 
tition of Modern Japan, asserted that the 
zutomatic succession to the Throne of the 
eldest son of the late Emperor was the 
ancient rule which bad been handed down 
from the divine ancestors. This, however, 
must be regarded merely as a pious opinion, 
not borne out by facts. - . Matters were 
further complicated by the practice of adop- 
tion, which, even so late as the middle of 
the last century, nearly. resulted in the 
placing on the Throne of one who was only 


alistantly related to the Imperial line, ground. 


-) although he had become x direct descendant 

‘by adoption. Happily, the present Exevaror 
huving three sons, there is very little pros- 
pect of the direct Hine becoming oxtinet. 
The succewsion to the ‘Throne being now 
clearly laid down by law, the reticence 
observed in the. past as to the Emperor's 
healthis obviated, In past times weeks and 
even months were allowed to Inpse hetwacn 
the death of the Sovereign’ and ils public 
ainouncement, the same rule being alao 
observed sin regard to bigh Miuistors of 
‘| gtate, No doubt this aroge from the uacer- 
tainty as to the succession, aud the necessity 
of establishing the new Emperor firmly on 
the Throna before the public mind was 
excited by the announcemant of his prede- 
cesdor's death. A custom which thus origin- 
ated as a precautionary measure gradually 
became 2 tradition—so strong a tradition 
that the bulletins issued during the Inte 
Emperor's 
some suspicion, as intended to ‘ead up 
to an apnouncement that the demise 
of the 
place, These suspicions wore not warranted, 
however, the State officials having apparently 
‘decided to abandon the custom once and 
for ever. Thus, on this occasion, within an 
hour of the Emperor's death, the whole 
| country was informed of the sad occurrence, 
and a proclamation had been issued an- 
nouncing the accession of the Emperor 
Yosusnsro, - The procedure was performed 
go smoothly that the affect on social and 
‘economie citcles wr hardly porceptible.. It 
is true the precaution was taken to close 
the Stock Exchanges, bué their re-opening 
showod that securities mantained a firm tone® 
One reason for this is the departure from 
former ‘usage as to the period of public 
mourning. On the demise .of. members of 
the Imperial family it has hitherto been the 
cnstom to order a suspension of business 
for a period of not less than thirty days. 
This naturally resulted in great disorganisa+ 
tion of business and deprived. many people 
of their means of livelihood. On the 
present occasion the poriod of public mourn- 
ing has been limited to five ‘days, much to 
the surprise of the (public, more especially 
providers of theatrical and other éntertain- 
ments, who huve Devoe 90 used to: these 
augpensions that they have unanimously 
agreed to voluntarily continue the period of 
mourning for a longer time. There has

The Provincial president haa just 
received an urgent mesaage from Peking, 
atating that the Central Government is 
in financial difficulties and asking for an 
early remittaner of money from this pro- 
vince, aceording to the arrangoments 
made previously. The Central Govern: 
ment also reminds the Government here 
that 1,200,000 taels have lately been sent 
to tho Board of Finance by the authori: 
ties in the province of Hu-nam, and holds 
this forwardias an ‘example to be followed 
by the other provinees if the Republic 
4 to preserve its unity and carry on, its 
work, It ia difficult to see just -how the 
Provincial Government here in Kwang- 
tung is able to help at the present.time. 
They are finding it a desperately hard 
job tu make ends meet themselves and are 


srather in need of help than otherwise. 


Systematic taxation is out of the question 
until things are better organised, and 
until that time any subscriptions made to 
Peking will be really taking money away 
from the very plaice where it is needed 
most,

THE ENGINEERING CHAIR, 


Bastern: Kagineering in an article on 
the Hongkong University says: 

Two or three weeks ago Professor C. 
AcM, Smith, late Professor of Engine 
ing at the East London College (Unive 
sity of, London), was appointed to t 
Engineering Chair of tho Hongkong 
University, and has just left England 
for Hongkong at very short notice.’ It 
is, of course, the Engineering Section 
which interests us primarily, for we have 
over and over again in Kastern Bagineer- 
iny. urged the necessity for ‘creating 
British engineering schools in China. 
Correctly speaking, .Hongkong. as a 
British Colony is outside the limits of 
the Chinese Republic, but it is so close 
a neighbour and has so big a trading in- 
fluence on the country that no better 
spot could have been chosen for educating 
Chinese engineers on British lines. The 
very fact that it is situated in a British 
possession enables it to carry. on its work | 

ed by ‘any conditions imposed | 
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schools. But as soon as Japan;- on her 
own account, created hor Universities and 
technical schvols, on secular lines, first of 
all under foreign professors and later 
under Japanese professors, there ‘was no 
longer any real use -for tho technical 
eloment’ in tho missionary schools in 
Japan. So it- will be in China Proper 
as time goes on, but in the meanwhile 
we confess that we are glad to see any 
sign of British missionaries in China 
following the example of those ‘of other 
missions by offering, in addition to their 
religious training, instruction on techni: 
cal subjects. Meanwhile, the Hongkong 
University is free from missionary in- 
fluence of any sort, but that it is in no 
sense antagonistic to them is elear from 
the fact that part of ita policy is to accept 
stadents from hostels to by erected in- the 
immediate vicinity of the University run 
by missionaries .of any sect which is 
approved ly the authorities of. the 
University. 

We are glad -to see, ‘too, that the engi- 
necring education contemplated is to, be 
of the highest order. The Ordinance, in 
dealing with the ‘“Conferring of 
Degrees," ‘Inys down. that these are to 
be fully equal to those of British 
Universities, and to ensure this - result 
the co-operation and assistance of British 
Universities has been sought. Great care 
is to be exercised im the solection of the 
ataft so that in promoting an intimate 
association — brtween professors and 
students the right sort of influence will 
be forthconiing for the proper develop, 
ment of the Chinese character on Western 
‘linea. . All under-graduates will either be 
resident within the University precincts 
or in the hostels above mentioned. Thus, 
while’ their life for the time being will 
be regulated on sound and healthy lines 
and according to the European stand- 
point, they will not be.sufficiently far 
away from their own people to be ont 
‘of touch with that family influence which 
with thé Chinese’ is so strong and go 
desirable a restraining factor on the 
rising gencration. It is thought, too, 
that the existence of this important. 
University in British territory may 
eventually have a strong’ tendency 
towards promoting a better understand- 
ing between the British and the Chinesc 
in China Proper, for, naturally enough, 
the students will be drawn from all parts 
of the mainland, more particularly in 
the South,:and it is thonght, and with 
very. great reason, that the intimacy be- 
tween ‘the British professor and ‘tho 
Chinese students will go far towards 
promoting a real and lasting understand- 
ing and sympathy between the nations 
concerned os was the case in Japan, 
Quite apart from this,, however, the 
Hongkong University - after the first 
few years of its existence, will be turn- 
ing out regularly a great number of 
budding engineers who have passed a 
recognised standard in‘ thcory. The 
degrees held by such students will in 
themselves be: a sufficient guarantee for 
those British onginecring firms who, are 
now showing an inclination to encourage 
Chinese students 10 complete their engi- 
neering education by absorbing their 
practical knowledgo in English works. 
‘Thus, from every point of view, wo wel- 


come the Hongkong University as a)’ - 


strengthening influence on Anglo-Chinese

ATLANTIC COMBINE REPORT. 


In ‘giving the report and accounts of 
the faternational Mercantile Marine 
Company for the year 1911, ‘the Shipping 
Gazette sayst---The leading figures havo 
already been anticipated by cable, but 
the details of the document will prove 
intereat. It need hardly be remarked 
that the disaster to the Titanic, to which 
the report makes reference in appropriate 
language, docs not come within the scope 
of - these accounts, The jossed arising 
in that connection will have to be dealt 
with in the figures for the current year. 
As for 1911, 16 appears from the Inter- 
national Company's standpoint to have 
been only a moderately good year. It 
was yery much on a par with 1910, and, 
like that year, much better than 1909. 
The gross carnings were larger than. in 
1010, but the net earnings are somewhat 
less, . The result, it may be supposed, is 
due ‘to. heavier operating expenses. 
These have increased in a fashion which 
seriously affects all shipping enterprises, 

The interests ‘of the Combine centre 
largely in the North Atlantic, and are 
consequently very. liable to be influenced 
by the, conditions of trade in the United 
States. From this point of view tho year 
1911 wag not wholly favourable. There 
was a falling-off in, emigrant traffic from 
‘Europe. The stream was disposed to set 
the other way. Again first-class travel 
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business improved. How far the tendency 
of European emigrants to avoid the 


ee ae 


bythe ese Government and. withou 
any. diluting vf the British infiuence by 
the introduction ef foreign professors. 
The whole scheme is one which has our 
entire sympathy, and to us it possesscs 
the very great advantage of not being a 
missionary concern in which the, Chris- 
tianising of the, Chinese is the primary 
object and the enginecring edueation a 
secondary one. We have nu wish to. be- 
Hittle the efforts of those missionary or 
ganisations who mix a practical training 
with their, propagation of the Gospel. 
Yet it must. be admitted that, while -it 
might be no disadvantage for a Chinese 
engincer to be a Christian, ‘there: is no 
reason in the world why, he ‘should not 
be an equally good engineer without any 
change in his religion. During the carly 
days of the transition period in Japan, 
thousands of Japanese, who for one rea- 
son or anvther found it advisable to learn 
English, adopted for the time being, at 
all events, a profession of Christianity, 
but as soon as they had learnt all the 
English they required they dropped away 
from the missionary influence to absorb 
their:technical training elsewhere. Then 
it was that the- missions found it ‘was 
advisable, in order to retain them, to 
offer them something more than the 
religious clement, and some excellent 
j| technical training was ‘available and 
greedily absorbed in the missionary. 


| United Btates will maks further progress 

TidaeoLnretend to say. But the report 
naturally makes referen Pinte ehone” 
in emigration to Canada, and con- 
gratulates the stockholders on the wisdom 
which led the board’ to give more atten- 
tion to shipping business with the 
Nominion, The growth of emigration to 
Australia also receives notice. It is un- 
doubtedly a fortunate thing for the com- 
ine that it has not. quite the whole of 
its_egys in one basket. Its Australian 
and New Zealand. interests should prove 
more valuable to it: every year. 

There are new conditions. to be. faced, 
too, as-2 result of the opening .of the 
Panama Canal. : The Japland and the 
Kroonland.. have already | beon retrans- 
ferred to tlie American flag, so that they 
may be available dor the const-to-const 
business. Whether this portends any 
considerable appropriation. of tonnage 
to business hetween the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts of the United States it ‘is 
dificult to gay. But the Combine. has 
sone advantages in this direction. The 
vessels of the American’ Line, already 
under the United States. flag, might 
conceivably be used in this connection. 
The report ‘gives a good account of tho 
prospects of the current year, despite 
the untoward incidents «which have 
marked. it, But it will apparently still 
require. a very considerable advance to 
bring the Preferred Stock of the Combine 
within sight of a dividend: 7

The third ordinary general meeting of 
the: Rubber Plantations Investment Trust, 
Limited, waa held on the 16th ult., at the 
Cannon-street Hotel, | Cannon-street, 
London, E.G, Mr. Charles Arthur Lam. 
pard (the chairman of the Company) 
presiding. ‘

formed five of our properties during thia

issues, calls, options exercised, and pur- 
chases, less. sales, we have invested a 
further £52,070, which makes up the 
difference of £392,583. The liability in 
respect’ of calla is this year £177,561 7s., 
a5 against’ £98,407 83, last year.

non-dividend earning, it must, of course, I 
vary the proportion of yielding to non- 
yielding ; but these are the figures at the 
moment, The investments alone of this 
Trust reprerent an ownership by the 
‘Trust of 17,000 acres of planted land. 
If we add our properties and investments 
together this year 66 per cent, of the 
total amount ‘will be revenue-producing 
and 44 per cent, will sti] be non-revenue 
producing.

50,000 of which arc fully paid and ‘950,000 
are still 103. paid.” 

INTEREST AND DIVIDENDS RECEIVED, - 

After outlining the policy of the Board, 
the Chairman said our interest and 
dividends this year amounted to practi 
cally £14,000. This is an item which is 
going to increase very rapidly during the 
next ‘two years, for we estimate our 
dividends for this year will not be less 
than £23,000 and for the following year 
not less than £40,000. ° : 


THE RUBBER POSITION. 


{ am asked, questions with regard to |’ 


various matters, but hefore dealing, with 
them I might just, without detaining 
you too long, give a general outlook of 
the rubber position, because, naturally, 
the prosperity of a big undertaking like 
this, which has a large amount of capital 
“pnvested in rubber. and in tea, must be 
governed, to a great extent, by the. price 
which is probably going to he realised for 
the articles it produces. ‘There can be 
no shadow of doult about tea. The posi- 
tion’ of tea is exceptionally strong. The 
annual’ consumption all over the world 
is increasing at such a rate that it re- 
quires to meet it not less than an addi- 
tional area of about 20,000 acres a year. 
‘The position, therefore, is very strong. 
Tea docs not yield quite the profit that 
rubber does and will do for a number of 
years; but, still, it yields. a very good 
return on the capital invested, and it is 
entirely secure. . In regard to rubber, 
thera has been a general impression about 
this year that there. was only one course 
for rubber. to take and. that was down- 
wards, At the United Serdang meeting 
in 1911 I ventured to tako a different 
view; but I, could get noone to agreo 
with me. My view was formed on keep- 
ing a very. careful track of the consump- 
‘tion—a thing I have followed yery care- 
fully. indeed. I examined it closely 
before I went-into this industry, and 
other possible dangers, too, and T come 
to the conclusion that there were no 
dangers, and that is why I went into this 
industry, not entirely. on my own Ac- 
count; but from a national. point of view 
1 advocated that’ tho English people 
should put their money into rubber, be- 
cause it was a:trade in' which previously 
this country had not shared, and I believ- 
ed there was a magnificent: opening which 
would do-us good individually, and do 
us good as a country. Hear, ‘ hear.) 
Turning to tho figures, the English im- 
ended June 
last; amounted, for 1910, 25,124 tons; for 
1911, 93,369 tons; -and for 1912, 25,718 
tons. ‘These were the gross imports, 
The exports.in 1910 were 13,052 tons, In 
1911 13,385 tons, and. in 1012 18,542 tons, 
leaving the net iniports for 1910 12,072 
tons, for 911. 9,984 ‘tons; and for 1912 J. 
3,17@ tons, These figures show a ‘very 

rent shortage left in this country Cor 
ome menufacturers of rubber this yeac, 
and that, while the imports were very 
distinctly ahead of the ‘imports for ‘the 
corresponding period of the two previous, 
years, § much smaligr amount of that 
rubber was retained in this country for 
its Own purposes. get 
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THE DISTRIBUTION OF RUBBER. 

Tho drift of the distribution is disclos- 
ed on looking at the American exports— 
that is, the exports from this country to 
Amcrica.. In 1910 wo aent 6,500 tons, in 
1911 5,300 tons, and in 1912 11,270 tons, 
which ‘is an increase of rather over 100 
per cent. on our exports of the previous 
year.. Tho American imports of crude 
rubber for the ten months of tho years 
1910-11 and 1911-12 ended April last were 
as follow; For 1911-12 30,640 tons and 
for 1010-11 24,454. tons, ain’ increase of 
15,186 tons, and an approximate inercase 
in the imports of crude rubber into the 
States of 60 per cent. Guayule, jelutong, 
and waste rubber show a deprease, but 
the use of crude rubbor inthe States has 
enormously — increased, The German 
figures for January to April show some- 
thing of the same nature. For the period 
January to’ April; 1911, the net imports 
into German 

‘anuary to April, 1912, they were 5,519 
tons. Although ‘the gross imports’ of 
Germany showed an inercase of about 300 
tons, the re-exports showed an inerease 
of 350 tons, and I think it has all gone 
in, the same’ direction, The point that 
these figures make ‘quite clear is that one 
country believes very strongly indeed in 
the price of rubber to-day, and that coun- 
try is America, the biggest rubber-using 
country in the whole world, using gettin 
on. for one-half of the crude rubber o 
‘the world. . English manufacturors think 
that plantation rubber is coming forward 
irom month to month, and theretore there 
is not the lignite necessity to stack it, 
except from hand to mouth. They  for- 
get, very likely, that the whole of tho 
crop which: we estimate to produce will 
not appear in the public sales at all, It 
has been sold, a large proportion of if 
for this year, and a very large propor- 
tion has been ‘sold for next year, and 


there would be-no difficulty in the com- 


panies practically making contracts to- 
day for the whole of their first Tatex, 
which is.the only standardised grade, for 
the whole output for 1913, at a vory good 
price. A certain percentage we have 


because we feel sure that the figures of 
consumption and production justify: a 
very distinctly higher rate for rubber 
than that ruling to-day,. Theso figures 
are just an instance to me that whenever 
anybody thinks ono thing ‘the reverse 
happens, and at the end of last year and 
the beginning of this year 1: could find 
no man to agree with me about. the pos- 
sibility of a good, strong price for rw 

ber. I said it publicly at the United 
Serdang meeting, but I was scoffed at

figures. of production and consumption 
justify a much higher price for rubbor 
than at ‘present ruling, and -1 think if 
the English and continental manufac- 
turers are not careful the Americans are 
going to get tlitm. short, They have had 
them short, as a rule, before, amd they 
will have them again.
